You  are  receiving  this  email  because  you  were  a registered  voter 
in  the  2016  Neighborhood  Council  elections  for  either  the 


Downtown  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council  (DLANC),  or  the 
Historic  Cultural  Neighborhood  Council  (HCNC). 

On  Thursday,  April  6,  2017  there  will  be  an  election  to  determine 
if  the  Skid  Row  Formation  Committee’s  proposal  to  subdivide  the 
DLANC  and  HCNC  Neighborhood  Councils  will  be  approved  by 
the  stakeholders  of  DLANC  and  of  HCNC.  This  subdivision 
process,  if  successful,  will  create  a new  Skid  Row  Neighborhood 
Council.  Under  the  new  subdivision  ordinance  set  forth  by  the  LA 
City  Council,  stakeholders  of  a Neighborhood  Council  may 
petition  to  subdivide  an  existing  Neighborhood  Council  to  create 
a new  one.  A special  election  is  then  held  for  stakeholders  within 
the  boundary  of  the  affected  area.  The  subdivision  proposal  must 
get  a “yes”  vote  from  a majority  of  voters,  in  order  to  pass. 

As  a verified  voter  from  the  2016  Neighborhood  Council 
elections,  you  are  already  eligible  to  vote  in  this  election.  You  will 
receive  a username  and  PIN  from  online  voting  agency  Everyone 
Counts  by  Wednesday,  March  29,  2017.  That  email  will  include 
links  to  the  Online  Election  Portal  where  you  can  cast  your  vote. 

There  are  three  ways  to  vote  in  this  election.  As  soon  as  you 
receive  your  login,  you  may  vote  online  from  a smartphone, 
tablet,  or  personal  computer  anytime  until  the  polls  close  on  the 
official  Election  Day.  You  may  also  cast  your  ballot  at  one  of  our 
Pop-Up  Poll  mobile  voting  stations,  or  you  may  vote  in  person  at 
the  official  polls  on  Election  Day.  The  Election  Day  polling  place 
location  and  hours  are  as  follows:
